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Auditors say VBT 
is facing $20 million 
payment in 2018

During the Van Buren Township financial 
audit report by Plante Moran auditor David 
Helisek at the July 7 board meeting, he 
pointed out calculations show that in 2018 
the township may have to pay a $20 million 
interest payment on the Visteon bonds. 

He said the bonds are guaranteed by the 
Local District Finance Authority (LDFA), 
but more likely than not the township will 
have to pay. 

He said circumstances change every year, 
and the situation will be evaluated by the 
township financial folks on an annual basis. 

Supervisor Linda Combs said the board is 
working on this Visteon problem. 

Helisek said the auditors have given an 
“unmodified opinion” on the total audit of 
the 2014 fiscal year, “which is the highest 
level of assurance we are able to give.” 

He said the liability to the bond payments 
have to be noted. 

The total general fund revenue for 2014 
was $12,486,000, up slightly from the 2013 
revenue of $12,283,000. 

The property tax revenues, which grew 
by 1.56% from 2013 to 2014, are expected 
to dip by .38% in 2015 and grow by 1.78% 
in 2016. 

Expenditures rose from $11,684,000 
in 2013 to $12,071,000 in 2014, with 
$7,862,000 of that going to public safety 
and also increased attorney fees. 

The general fund’s fund balance went from 
$4,607,000 in 2013 to $5,022,000 in 2014. 

Erica Adams of Plante Moran, who led 
the board through the charts showing the 
2014 finances, pointed out there were $2.6 
million in transfers from the landfill fund to 
the general fund. 

Also, in the letter to the governing 
body, Plante Moran pointed out that the 
post-employment pension and health 
care liabilities as of Dec. 31 went to $29 
million.

Complaints about Cobblestone Ridge bring 49 violation tickets

“Say the word and it'll be done,” said Van 
Buren Township Police Lt. Charles Bazzy 
during the July 6 work/study session of the 
VBT Board of Trustees. 
VBT Supervisor Linda Combs told him 
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he had the go-ahead to issue ordinance 
violations at Cobblestone Ridge housing 
development at once — and he did. 

The next day, Lt. Bazzy, who is managing 
the ordinance department, reported 49 
violations have been written for unsafe 
structures, property maintenance, blight, 
and discharge of storm water into the 
sanitary sewer. 

Township attorney Patrick McCauley 
also has been informed of the violations 
cited, Supervisor Combs said. 

At the work/study session board members 


had been discussing the many unsecured 
open basements filled with water and other 
unsafe conditions at Cobblestone Ridge 
that have been a problem for at least five 
years at seven buildings. Three to four 
townhouses are planned for each building. 

Recently, there had also been complaints 
about grass cutting and the township sent 
out a crew to cut the grass. 

As the board discussed the situation, Cable 
Director Ally McCracken projected videos 
of the conditions at the development taken

from above with the township drone. Under 
the direction of Lt. Bazzy, she showed the 
decks over some of the basements that had 
holes in them and also were not shrink- 
wrapped to prevent deterioration, as agreed 
upon. 

Attorney McCauley referred to the 2011 
agreement between the developer and 
the township that prescribed what the 
developer should do to make the structures 
safe, including fencing around those that 
couldn’t be decked. Pumping of water was 
prescribed, as well. 

The drone photos showed a gate chained 
shut, but the gap at that point was big 
enough for a person to squeeze through. 
Cattails are growing in the water in some 
basements. Cracks are in the foundations. 
A fence goes around just three sides of 
an open basement with the fourth side 
unfenced. 

“There are some security issues,” Lt. 
Bazzy said. 

Supervisor Combs said under the 2011 
agreement with Brad Byarski, the township 
can go in and fill basements to secure them, 
but the cost estimate is $600,000, which she 
said was more than the value of the land. 

Attorney McCauley said, in his opinion, 
there were three options: 

1. Bring Byarski back to the next work/ 
study and tell him the township is taking 
steps to enforce the agreement; 

2. Bring suit to make them fulfill the 2011 
agreement, which allows the township to 
demolish the basements, fill with sand, and 
disable utilities (although the cost to do 
this is $73,000 per basement); or 

3. Start ticketing for unsafe structures, 
with each ticket a 90 days/$500 fine for a 
misdemeanor and put the cost on the tax 
roll. 

McCauley said it’s possible the builder 
could finish what he’s building and just 
walk away. 

“It’s obvious he’s breeched the contract,” 
said Trustee Brenda McClanahan. “What 
are we going to do?” 

It was found that the builder has a bond 
of less than $20,000 and that is just for 
roadwork. 

McCauley said the township has to give 
him 30 days to appear before them. 

“It’s disappointing he is not complying,” 
said Trustee Phil Hart. “Either he has no 
respect for the people there or us or he has 
no money ... We can give him 30 days to 
see if he will comply..." 

Patrick Sloan, the planning consultant 
from McKenna Associates who is running 
the township's building and planning 
department, said the developer is seeking 
permits for single family homes. 

“No more permits and see if that moves 
him," McCauley said, adding the township 


has the legal ability to withhold permits." 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said the township 
has a Feb. 16, 2015 letter from him seeking 
permits. 

Cobblestone resident Ken Hunter asked 
the board who the owner of record was 
and Supervisor Combs said it was Sheldon 
Acquisitions and, “As far as we know Brad 
Byarski is Sheldon Acquisitions." 

She said Trowbridge Companies is also 
Byarski. 

“We should have been monitoring him...” 
said Clerk Leon Wright. 

"[t's gone on this long because many 
changed in the building department," said 
Supervisor Combs. “I switched ordinance 
over to the police department to make sure 
it was monitored.” 

“Tt’s extremely unsafe,” said Trustee 
Reggie Miller, suggesting the township 
put up some kind of fencing so children 
wouldn’t fall into the flooded basements 
and drown. 

Attorney McCauley said he’d like to talk 
to their attorney to see if something can be 
worked out. 

“The main driver of this has been to 
help him stay in business,” said Trustee 
Hart, referring to the 2011 agreement. “We 
should take a stand. I wouldn’t dance with 
his attorney...” 

Planning consultant Sloan said the builder 
was told by Lt. Bazzy about consequences 
of not complying with the agreement and 
he committed to putting a construction 
fence around those basements by July 8. 

“I wouldn't want another contract with 
him,” said Trustee McClenahan. “Not this 
township." 

McCauley said the township could issue 
ordinance violations and he has ten days to 
respond. 

"Could be he just doesn't have the 
money," Hart said. 

McCauley said knowing the builder, he'll 
come back with promises and deadlines. 

John Delaney asked from the audience 
if Lt. Bazzy would start writing tickets the 
next morning and Combs said that was 
Bazzy's direction. 

“As of tomorrow, he gets nothing,” said 
Treasurer Budd, referring to the builder's 
requests for building permits. 

Combs said the board needs to wait for 
additional information and McCauley said 
he would give the board an update at its 
July 20 work/study meeting.

VBT signs agreement with Blue Country 
Walk for more than 136 new homes

After work on County Walk housing 
development in Van Buren Township was 
stopped by economic conditions in 2008, 
phases 3 and 4 remained incomplete. 

Jeff Gibbs of Blue Country Walk LLC 
said his company purchased 136 or 138 
parcels in 2012 and want to complete the 
development. 

But, they don’t want to do everything 
agreed to between the township and Bernie 
Glieberman for the original Planned 
Residential Development (PRD), which 
included paving of Martinsville Road, a 
bike path, and other amenities. 

Last fall, Gibbs worked with township 
officials trying to get an agreement on what 
amenities it would be responsible for and 
the homeowners associations of the two 
phases asked for input into any agreement. 
Residents said they bought homes in the 
development based on the promises in the 
PRD. 

At the regular meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees on July 7, 
the board approved a Memorandum of 
Understanding with Country Walk that also 
had been approved by the two homeowners 
associations and Country Walk Blue. 

This clears the path for the building 
department to issue four permits for new 
homes. 

“You heard of our problems with other 
developments?” asked Trustee Phil Hart 


and Gibbs said he was “blissfully unaware” 
of problems with other developments. 

“We are taking steps to bring other 
developments into compliance," Trustee 
Hart said. 

“We have a good reputation,” Gibbs 
replied. 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked for an 
explanation of the Savage Road situation, 
referring to previous plans for a turn lane 
at the development. 

Gibbs said the original contractor pulled 
the county permits for the county road and 
the Country Walk Blue doesn’t have them. 

“It is not bound on us,” said Gibbs. “It’s 
a county road, off site.” 

When Trustee Brenda McClanahan 
asked about sidewalks, Gibbs said they 
will be constructed according to the PRD. 
The home-building partners will pull 
permits and put in sidewalks, street trees, 
and mailboxes at the time of construction. 

Gibbs said they will finish the roads, the 
205’ wall by putting on a cap, and give 
$360,000 to the homeowners associations 
to assign as they wish. 

“That’s up to them,” he said about use of 
the money. 

When Hart asked about his projections 
for sales, Gibbs said they’d like to see 20 
sales a year. He said Gilbert Homes will 
build for $106-$110 a square foot, which 
should go well. He said all the lots should 
be built in six to eight years.

Taxpayers wonder 
what is that 
‘judgment’ tax? 


Some Wayne County taxpayers are 
perplexed about the new, unexpected tax on 
the summer tax bill they just received. One 
exasperated lady called us to ask what this 
“judgment” tax was for. 

It’s kind of confusing, but we, the taxpayers 
of Wayne County, are left paying a one- 
time-only tax levy of 1.23 mill (about $62 
to the owner of a $100,000 home) because 
the courts found the county didn’t pay into 
the pension fund as it should have in 2010. 

The “judgment” was by Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Lita Popke in June, 
which was set up by a Michigan Supreme 
Court decision in December. 

It seems a handful of county employees’ 
pensions, granted by former County 
Executive Bob Ficano, exceeded IRS 
guidelines. The payouts leave the county 
owing $49 million to the retirement system, 
related to the so-called 13% check, an extra 
check issued to retirees. 

The public learned of the pension payouts 
after an audit was ordered by the county’s 
retirement system. The audit found that 
seven retirees, who sued, were receiving 
pensions that the IRS deemed too large. 
Each public pension given out needs to 
fall within IRS guidelines. Once it reaches 
a limit, it’s capped and county taxpayers 
have to pay the rest. The largest of the 
seven payouts went to Matt Schenk, who 
retired at 41, who gets a $96,000 a year 
pension. Too big, said the IRS. The people 
end up paying.

A reader called to ask why Van Buren 
Township isn’t suing the law firm that put 
together the township’s deficient Visteon 
bond agreement and the township board 
that voted for it. He wants to sue them 
civilly and, maybe, criminally. 

He is talking about the series of events 
that led to VBT taxpayers being held 
responsible for millions of dollars in bond 
payments coming due for the construction 
of Visteon Village. 

VBT filed suit against Visteon on May 
12 in U.S. Bankruptcy Court in Delaware, 
alleging the multinational auto supplier 
breached its contract over bonds tied to the 
construction of Visteon’s 263-acre campus 
near Ecorse Road and I-275. 

In a front-page story on May 18, Dustin 
Walsh wrote in Crain’s Detroit Business: 
“The case isn’t the first time economic 
development desires have burned 
municipalities, but experts say this case 
should serve as a cautionary tale. The 
biggest issue: vague language about shared 
risk and the dollars involved. Legal experts 
in this area of law say indemnity clauses in 
any contract like this must be ironclad.” 

Visteon Village opened in 2004 and no one 
knew Visteon would go into bankruptcy or 
the commercial real estate market would 
deteriorate after the national financial 
meltdown. 

Walsh continued: “But questions remain 
about whether the 28 000-resident township 
did enough to protect its own interest 
in structuring the bond deal. Visteon is 
holding to its claim that the township alone 
took on the liability.” 

Walsh wrote in May, VBT Supervisor 
Linda Combs was quoted as saying, 
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Visteon’s inaction could lead the township 
to default on the bonds, “which would lead 
to financial chaos for the township.” 

Consultants hired by the township in 
2013 estimated a shortfall ranging between 
$23.7 million and $36.4 million by 2018, 
barring any more tax revenue.

The check seems 
legitimate, but it isn't and people who 
cash it will end up paying back whoever 
cashes it for them. She said local police are 


looking into the bogus checks. 

“This is one of those, ‘If it seems too 
good to be true, it probably is’ things,” she 
said. She said she wants to warn people 
because someone might say, “This is just 
what I’ve been praying for," and then go 
out and cash it.
